In 1941 this Shapiro was employed as a Jr. Accountant 3 CAF-7 3 
at the New York Navy (Bureau of Yards and Docks). 

There is also a service print on a Philip Edward 
Shapiro 3 who is identical with the Shapiro mentioned in the 
above paragraph. This individual entered the service at 
Washington 3 D. C. on June 16 3 1942 3 and has serial No. 

13075371. This Shapiro was born in Philadelphia 3 Pennsylvania 3 
on March 24 3 1911; is 5’ 9j? ,f tall; weighs 149 pounds; has 
brown hair and brown eyes; ruddy complexion; and medium build. 

He was residing in Washington at the time the print was 
submitted by the Army Recruiting Station in this city. 

The last address available for this Shapiro is 1438 Whittier 
Street 3 N.W. 3 Yiashington, D. C. 3 which appears on a CSC 
print submitted in 1942 3 at which time Shapiro was an applicant 
for a job with the War Production Board. 



A search of "these prints failed to locate any criminal 
record on Shapiro . Of course, it is not Known whether this. 
Shapiro is identical with the one in whom the McCarran Committee 
is interested •

Mr. Connors stated that this would be most satisfactory. 

The Bureau indices do not contain any identifiable 
Subversive 9 derogatory information which can be identified 
with the Philip Shapiro in whom the McCarran Committee is 
interested and Connors was so advised this morning.

In August and September, 1952, the Chicago and Omaha 
Offices forwarded to the Bureau what were purported to be copies 
of a speech by a Babbi Emanuel Babinovich before a special 
meeting of the Emergency Council of European Babbis in Budapest, 
Hungary, on January 12, 1952, The name Eustace Mullins and the 
date May 14, 1952, appears at the end of the copy, together 
with a statement that he had received this alleged speech from 
a former Bulgarian diplomat who. broke with the Communists and 
reached Budapest where he obtained the copy of this speech 
while hiding out with anti-Communist friends. He later came 
to the United States through Hamburg, Germany, and allegedly 
contacted Mullins and urged him to distribute the speech. The 
alleged speech is inflamatory in that it purports to divulge 
the plans for making "every Jew a King and every Gentile a 
slavel” In view of the allegations, on September 10, 1952, the 
Bichmond Office was instructed to conduct a preliminary inquiry 
into Mullins' activities and advise the Bureau together with a 
recommendation as to whether Mullins should be interviewed 
about the manner in which he allegedly received the speech.

Porter was the subject of an Internal Security..Hatch

Upton Close, noted news commentator, advised that 
Porter, as his secretary, assisted him in conducting world tours. 
In approximately 1931, porter was sent by Close on a tour with 
a group of labor students and one of the stops included a 
month 1 s stay in Moscow, Russia. According to. Close, upon his 
return to this country, Porter was completely disillusioned 
with the Coviet regime * 


Porter, as an organiser for the Socialist Party, in 
1933, helped organise the taxicab drivers in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. Acquaintances advised that Porter was anti¬ 
communist and did not participate and was not responsible for 
the violence which occurred during the taxicab strike * 


In interviews with Porter by Bureau Agents during 
1941 and 1949, Porter advised that he married Eleanor Nelson 
on February 4, 1933 , at New York City , and separated from her 
in September, 1933, because of her Communist activities • 

Nelson is an alleged Communist Party member and reportedly was 
connected with the Soviet espionage conspiracy in Washington , 
23. CPorter was divorced from Nelson on January 29. 1940 .

from Kurt Ringer, of unknown reliability, who alleged that Bernheim, 
prior to coming to the United States, had been employed by and had 
represented different Communist publishing houses / had been an agent 
for at least one Comintern representative / and had himself acted 
as an agent for the Comintern. 

This investigation was closed in October, 1950, when the

INFOEMATIM IN BUREAU FILLS* 


Curt Bernheim was born on July 83, 1908, at Salzburg, 
Austria* He entered the United States through the Port of New 
York City on December 18, 1941, from Barranguilla, Colombia . Be 
entered the United States Army on September 9j 1943, and while 
in the Army became a naturalized United States citizen at 
Jacksonville, Florida, on November 5, 1943. 

Under date of October 37, 1948, Guenther Reinhardt, a 
discredited former Bureau informant, submitted a report concerning 
Bernheim which contained information furnished to Reinhardt by 
Kurt Singer. According to Singer, Bernheim was a German refugee 
at that time living in New York City, employed by Modern Age Books, 
and had been an active Communist before coming to the United States* 
Singer stated to Reinhardt that Bernheim, until just shortly prior 
to that time had lived tn Sweden and, while in Sweden, had been a 
representative of publishing Cooperatives of Foreign Workers, of 
Moscow, USSR* Singer further alleged that Bernheim had also been 
an agent for Wetland Berzfelde and the latter f s publishing firm. 
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AoliA- Verlag. Hersfelde was reportedly a Communist and the Malik 
Verlag a Communist publication. Singer further alleged that Bern - 
heim was an agent for Willy Muensenberg, a representative of the

Singer related that at some tire 
subsequent to the introduction Uolmstrlem told him that BerTeit 
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had negotiated with Lolmstroem to publish ’’The Brown Book,” not 
further identified, and that during the negotiations Bernheim had 
introduced an individual to Lolmstroem whom the latter subsequently 
determined to have been Otto Mats*

In 1942, Los Angeles confidential informant, |_| 

advised that Otto Katz was an G&PU agent who was then situated i n 
Mexico City; that Katz had had the renutation of being a Soviet agent 
since prior to 1939; and that during his widespread activities in 
Lurope Katz had been connected with certain GSPU murders . Singer 
stated also that he had been in Sweden from. 1933 to 1940 as a 
correspondent and author and had. develooed a wide acquaintance in 
literary circles, and because of this had many mutual acquaintances 
in uoeden with Bernheim * lie further stated that he was unable to 
recall specific sources as to Bernheim’s activities in Sweden, with 
the exception of the Otto Katz incident, mentioned above, as related 
to him by fiolastroem. 

Without being able to recall his sources. Singer stated 
that Bernheim, while in Sweden, was an intimate friend of Madam. 
Alexandra Kallanta, at that tine Soviet Ambassador to Sweden, and 
had attended numerous tea parties and social functions at the 
Soviet Tmbassy » He further stated that Bernheim was a very good 
friend of George Bruntig, Swedish senator who was head of Lpanish 
Republicans Belief in Sweden during the Spanish Civil «ar. lie 
further stated that Bruntig had subsequently been proposed by the 
USSR to be the United nations Administrator for Trieste, which 
proposal had been vetoed by the United ntates » 

dinger also informed that some of the authors who Bernheim 
represented in t.wcden were Franz €'• meiskopf, igon j^isch and Anna 
Seghers / that Bernheim also endeavored to sell rights for numerous 
pamphlets published by Verlag Fuer Auslandische Arbiter, Moscow 
(Publishing Louse for Foreign Workers) • Singer also stated that it 
was a matter of public knowledge that i.eiskopf was the former editor 
of the Berlin Communist newspapers 11 Lie »elt am Morgen " and "jf He 
Kelt am Abend « f> 

In August, 1943, former Special Employee Aobert 
Kempner advised that following the Aeichstag fire in 2ebruary, 

1938, a mass flight of Communist deputies and functionaries took 
place from Germany .« According to this source, one of the Communist 
croups settled in Moscow and began publishing two magazines Las 
Wort” and ”international Literature / M that EYanz C• ,’eiskopf was

a contributor to "Las Wort" and that Anna Seghers contributed to 
"International Literature, n This same source further advised that 
Willy Muensenberg, a former Communist deputy in the German Reichstag 
and former manager of several Communist papers in Berlin, was one 
of the most active of a Communist group which settled in France 
after the flight from Germany, 

With regard to Egon Kisch, former Special Employee 
Kempner advised that this individual was an important figure in 
the Communist movement in Mexico City; that Kisch, who was a 
famous writer, had been born in Czechoslovakia, later lived in ^ 7 ^ 
Germany, then in Russia, and fi nally in Mexico, Los Angeles 
confidential informant, | | has advised that Kisch, a novelist 

and reporter, had been a Soviet agent as early as 1989, and had been 
active in Asia and Germany, (97-147S-14) 

As was noted above. Singer, the original informant of 
the allegations against Bernheim, is of unknown reliability and 
had been unable to furnish the identities, with the exception of 
that of .\lex Kolmstroem, of any of the sources of his information* 
Because of this, it is not thought advisable to furnish this infor¬ 
mation to the McCarran Committee « 

With reference to Singer, it is noted that during the 
course of the investigation conducted by G-8, Robert Van Gelder, 
Editor of the "New York Times" Book Review Section was interviewed* 
He advised that Bernheim had done several book reviews for the 
"New York Times," one of them being a review of a book entitled 
"Duel for the Northland" by Kurt JD, Singer, Van Gelder further 
advised that after the publication of this book review, the author 
of the book. Singer, had written a latter to the "Times" complaining 
against the unfai mess of the criticism and alleging that Bernheim 
was a Communist, 

From a comparison of the information concerning Bernheim 
as furnished by Singer with that furnished by the Committee f s 
representative, it is thought probable that Guenther Reinhardt was 
the source of the Committee*s information in instant case. Because 
of this, it is thought advisable to orally advise the Committee of 
the substance of the information appearing in Bureau files as fur¬ 
nished by Singer and also of the fact that the Bureau conducted 
an investigation of Bernheim 1 s activities, which investigation did 
not reflect that his presence was a threat to the safety of the 
United States . 
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RlCOMMENDATION : 

That the LlcCarran Committee be orally advised of the 
information concerning Bernheim as furnished by Reinhardt and Singer s 
and that it be specifically pointed out that the information was 
received from sources of unknown reliability. 

It is further recommended that the McCarran Committee 
be advised orally that since the receipt of the original information 
an extensive investigation has been conducted by this Bureau and 
that there has been no indication of any activity on the cart of 
Bernheim which would reflect that he is a security threat to the 
United states.
